setter Country Schools WIIl Tend to 
Assist Back-to.the-Land 
Movement 


In an address on “The Stability of 
Agriculture,” pefore the recent meet- 
ing of the Association of Life Insur- 
ince Presidents, U.S. Senator Wads- 
worth of New York spoke first of 
those things which tend to increase 
the material prosperity of the farm- 
er and standardize his business on a 
firm foundation. He calls this the 
dollars and cents side of the ques- 
uion, but he believes that to increase 
the stability of agriculture great 
emphasis should be placed on the 
country schools. What Le says about 
this question in the United States 
may apply equally to the subject in 
Canada. In concluding his address he 
said; 

“People living in the country are 
not very content simply with accu- 
mulating a savings account and pay- 
ing off their mortgages. They think 
very deeply about the future of 
their children and they are intensely 
ambitious that these children shall 
receive the best obtainable educa- 
tion. They cannot help recognizing 
that the educational facilities of the 
cities, and by that I mean particu- 
larly what might be called the rou- 
tine education, are vastly superior 
to the facilities of the country. When 
they make this comparison they no 
longer have that implicit faith in 
the old fashioned country school 
house. They want something bigger 
and better and more attractive from 
many standpoints, social and educa- 
tional, for their children. They 
know that the country school is, gen- 
erally speaking, the same old country 
school and that in many respects it 
does not respond to their desire for 
progress; {t does not fulfill their as- 
pirations for their children. And so 
many a farmer whose children have 
reached schoo] age and many a 
country boy or girl anxious to de- 
velop themselves through  educa- 
tion, tear themselves from old asso- 
clations and move to the city where 
they are confident they can enjoy 
the facilities which they desire. 

“I think this comparative failure 
of the country scl.ool to keep up 
with the educational procession has 
more to do with the movement from 
the country to the city than any 
other one element; and I, for one, 
rejoice tha there has recently been | 
inaugurated a movement in several 
states, echoes of which are heard in 
Washington, for the modernizing of 
the country school. I think we can 
all centre a goodly share of our ef- 
forts in support of this movement. 
In the natural course of events, life 
in the country has been brightened 
remarkably. The improved road, the 
rural delivery, the almost universal 
use of the telephone, and the as- 
tonishing use of the automobile are

Sailors and 
Superstition 


Unfortunately Some of the Jonah 
Tales Are Only Too True 


There {a still a firm belief in Jonahe 
at sea, and the other day a sailor, whe 
was prosecuted for failing to an 
admiralty transport, pleaded in excuse 
that he was known to seamen gener 
ally as Jonah, and that the sailors on 
the transport had threatened to throw 
him overboard if he did join. Certain 
ly, if superstition ever could be ra 
tional, they had some reason for theirs, 
He had served on the Titanic and the 
Empress of Ireland, both of which 
were wrecked, and on the Lusitania 
and Florizan, both of which were ton 
pedoed. 


It seems a pity that sallora should 
know the story of the prophet Jonah, 
gince they get only one n.oral from it, 
The book was certainly not written te 
instruct seamen how to deal with 
Jonahs, There are several morals te 
be drawn from {t, some of them subtle, 
but that is not one of them. Yet it is 
unfortunately the only one which 
sailors seem to draw. Jonah is prob- 
ably the character pest known to them 
in the Old Testament; and what they 
know about him is that he caused bad 
weather through his own fault and 
Wag properly dealt with by his fellow- 
voyagers. They forgot, if they ever 
knew, that the sailors cast lots to 
discover woh was the cause of the 
bad weather and that the lot fell upon 
Jonah; also that Jonah himself con- 
fessed to them his disobedience and 
told them to throw him overboard. 


The Jonahs of modern times are not 
discovered by such means nor do they 
ask to be thrown overboard. They 
are assumed to be Jonahs because they 
have been uncommonly unfortunate, 
Perhaps they are pitied as well as 
shunned for their misfortunes; but 
often enough it is assumed that they 
have done something to deserve them, 
and then the superstitious fear of their 
fellows becomeg cruel. 


The worst of it {s that a Jonah may 
himself share the superstition and 
may be unnerved by the thought that 
he is marked for mistfortune; he may 
even come to believe that he has com- 
mitted some crime which marks him 
out, in which case he is on the way 
to madness. But even landsmen, who 
believe themselves free of superstition 
are apt to be intimidated by run of if 
luck. It unnerves them; and the 
wisest of us, if unnerved, are prone to 
superstition, Even if we resist it we 
can see that superstition {s a natural 
growth of the human mind, that sup- 
erstitious explanations lie in wait for 
us all, and are but the expression in 
thought of our animal fears, the in- 
vasion which those fears make upon 
the reason. 

Hence the great value of psycholo 
gical curiosity; it enables us to explain 
ourselves to ourselves, to detect the 
irrational when it disguises itself as 
the rational. We are naturally myth 
making creatures, and the story of the 
prophet Jonah {is only an excuse and 
a pattern for myths whith we .n- 
stinctively make about ourselves: or, 
others. If there were no ‘$uch tale in 
the Bible, sailors ..would believe in 
Jonahs under another name or under 
no name at all; they would think that 
there was some reason for a run of ill 
luck and that it must continue unless 
by some means the curse, whatever 
ic may be, is removed. And they have, 
of course, countless tales to support 
their belief in Jonahs, however false 
they may be. 

The worst of superstitious tales {s 
that they often are true, that men do 
have extraordinary runs of il] luck in 
life as at cards. Phe superstition lies 
in the conclusions that are drawn from 
them. For in life, as in cards, a run 
of ill luck is against the average, and 
sooner or later the average will right 
itself. Therefore, sailors, if they are 
to consider luck at all, should welcome 
& Jonah on board, for the longer his 
run of ill luck has been the more he 
may expect good luck to adjust the 
average. If we have tossed up heads 
ten times running, we expect, what- 
ever mathematicians may say, to have 
a run on tails, unless, of course, there 
is something wrong with the coin. But, 
in the case of a run of ill luck, super 
stition always suggests that there {s 
something wrong. That is the devilish 
cunning of our animal fears, and the 
only way to frustrate it is to be 
against superstition altogether, in 
small things as in great—in fact; to 
cultivate an almost irrational disbelief 
in all superstitious tales. Even if they 
are true they do not mean what they 
are taken to mean. The bellef in Jon- 
ahs is contrary to the order of the unt- 


‘Verse, a8 a man most slowly and pain- 


fully, by the use of all his spiricual 
faculties, has discovered that order. 
Whatever the explanation of extraor 
dinary events may be, the supersti- 
tious explanation is not true. To en- 
tertain it for a moment is to enervate 
the mind and to misinterpret the unt- 
verse, That may not be safely done 
even in trifles, for none of us is far 
enough away from the dark fears of 
the savage to take risks. We need 
to be almost superstitfous in our fear 
of superstition, as a reformed drunk- 
ard needs to avoid wine.—Londos 
Times.

{result of her heroic deed, Fitzgibbon, 
on the following day, with less than 
| 60 men of H. M. 4th Regiment, about 
15 militiamen and a small force of 
Six Nation and other Indians under 
Capts. W. Johnson Kerr and Domi- 
| nique Ducharme, surprised and at- 
tacked the enemy at Beaver Dams, 
and after a short eTigagement, captur- 
ed Col. Boerstler of the U. 8. army, 
his entire force of 542 men and two 
field pieces. 

This was undoubtedly one of the 
most remarkable victories in our an- 
nals, and a victory, too, that helped 
,to rid Upper Canada of tle invaders 
and maintain this country as a Brit- 
ish land.

Fitzgibbon, on the 24th of June, 
1813, with less than 50 men of His 
Majesty's 49th Regiment, about 15 
militiamen, and a similar force of Six 
Nation and other Indians, under 
Captains William Johnston Kerr and 
Dominique Ducharme, to surprise aud 
attack the enemy at Beechwood (or 
Beaver Dams), and, after a short en- 
gagement to capture Col. Boerstler of 
the U. 8S. army, and his entire force 
of 542 men, with two field pieces.
